Weather Forecasts. 


The reports compiled by our weather 
experts during the war proved invaluable 
to the Allied Armies, and were much more 
accurate than those prepared for the enemy 
by German scientists, At first the British 
Meteorological Service were greatly handi- 
cupped by the impossibility of securing 
much of the continental information upon 
which their deductions were based, This 
difficulty, however, was quickly overcome, 
and in the course of a few months they 
were able to give most trustworthy fo 
casts of the probable weather conditioit 
over Central Europe. Thanks to the pre 
cautions taken by the Government, Ger- 
man meteorologists were not able to 
obtain information as to the conditions in 
the United Kingdom, and consequently 
their calculations were very often worth- 
less.

OUR LETTER FROM PARIS.

PARI8, Wepwespay, Jawvary 22. 

We had an interview. this morning with Lord 
Robert Cecil, who is the chief British expert 
on the question of the League of Nations, and 
has made a special study of that intricate 
problem. Lord Robert, a remarkable per- 
sonality, and possessing a fine command of the 
English language, kept us interested for the 
major portion of an hour, and put his points 
clearly and concisely, yet in a manner which, 
for adequacy and thoroughness, left nothing to 
be desired. 

The most important feature of the whole 
question, according to Lord Robert Cecil, is the 
universal recognition of the fact that, even 
apart from the actual matter of peace, some 
form of international organisation has become 
un essential need of modern civilisation. The 
interdependence of modern peoples has become 
go great ae to render it quite impossible to 
proceed on the old principle»that every nation 
can manage its own affairs regardless of the 
effect of its actions upon other nations. This, 
of course, only applies to affairs which may 
be looked upon as external, and not to purely 
internal matters, the settlement of which can 
only be arranged by the nation in question. 

Speaking of various questions the settlement 
of which could only be effected by international 
arrangement, he mentioned that some of the 
new States of the former Austrian Empire, 
which, by reason of their geographical position, 
were completely cut off from thé sea, would 
almost certainly wish for direct access, and 
their wishes would have to be considered. With 
regard to Salonika, nations who were not the 
actual owners of this port would doubtless have 
very serious national interests in having access 
to it; and, finally, the question of the 
Bosphorus and the Dardanelles would have to 
be decided. All these important matters 
could be settled only by an International 
League, and, besides, it was not difficult to 
think of some parts of the world which could 
not definitely be assigned to any one country. 
Lord Robert could think of at least two which 
would have to be subject to international 
control. 

All these points, he remarked, were quite 
apart from the actual question of peace, and 
an organisation would obviously have to be 
established to. settle them. The peace organisa- 
tion ghould merely be another aspect of this, 
and should have the general welfare of the 
nations of the world in its charge, ite most 
important function being the preservation of 
peace in the world. This function would 
naturally have a limiting factor, as obviously 
no organisation could recklessly interfere with 
the affairs of any country. 

The difficulties attendant upon the creation 
of a League of Nations were not few. Every 
nation was naturally anxious to have 
nation; . but when the principle came 
to be applied to itself it had always good rea- 
sons to put forward why it should be excepted. 
That was only human nature. “ No great, far- 
reaching improvement is possible in this world 
except at the cost of some sacrifice, even if it 
only be a sacrifice of prejudice.” 

Questioned as to what sacrifices he 
necessary, Lord Robert said that it 
that the right of nations to go to war would 
have to be diminished if the peace were going 
to be kept. What diminution this would amount 
to he could not say, but there would have to he 
some limitation to this right which we should all 
have to be prepared to accept. 

In answer to ‘questions as to what form an 
international tribunal would take, he said that 
just at present it would not be possible to con- 
stitute a judicial tribunal which would com- 
mand sufficient international confidence to deal 
with great issues so vital to the nations con- 
cerned. In his opinion, however,, there should 
be some form of international compulsion, so 
as to prevent war. It would of necessity be 
backed up by force, but what form this force 
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was clear

would necessarily have the majority of force 
in any scheme of a League of Nations, and 
Lord Robert admitted that this was inevitable, 
although, of course, every consideration would 
be given to the smaller nations.

but he thought that anything in the nature of a 
cast-iron sysiem should be avoided. The work 
of the League of Nations should not be 
“ bricked in by rigidity,’’ but should rather be 
a non-rigid, elastic system in which influence. 
not definite decision, should play the chief part. 
Asked if, and when, the Central Powers would 
be admitted to the League of Nations, Lord 
Robert said that, although Germany couid not 
yet be permitted to join, yet it was unquestion- 
that everyone desired te have her ulti- 
mately within the League. As to Austria, 
there were ncw five distinct separate States in 
country, and the old Dual Monarchy no 
longer existed, so it was obvious that Austria 
as an entity could not join; and, equally ob- 
vious, that, as son as the smalier 
States has established stable Governments they 
should be admitted. There were still doubts, 
however, about Hungary-German Austria 
With regard to treaties, there were 
limitations which would have to be taken into 
account which would have to be impcsed upon 
all future agreements. (1) There should be no 
treaty which was inconsistent with the ideas of 
the League of Nations. - (2) No treaty should be 
yalid unless it were first published. These were 
his (Lord Robert’s) views. It was fatuous to 
suppose that all diplomatic negotiations could 
henceforth be carried on in public. There 
would have to be some means of discussing such 
matters in private, just as any business transac- 
tion is discussed. but, of course, the results of 
all such discussions should immediately be made 


able

These were the main points upon which Lord 
Robert touched this morning, and his whole 
attitude was one of the utmost sincerity and 
anxiety to be of service to the public. The great 
question of a. League of Nations is going to be 
the first, and certainly not the easiest, which 
the Conference will consider at its first real 
plenary meeting, which is to be held on Satur- 
day at the Quai d’Orsay, when the British 
point of view will be put forward by Mr. Lloyd 
George.

Some definite concrete result of the long series 
of sessions which have been held ‘in private has 
at last been made public. The Russians 
have been given three weeks to make up their 
minds, and if at the end of that time some 
measure of at least temporary order can be 
restored in their country, representatives of the 
various States which have arisen out of the 
ruins of the great Tsar’s Empire will probably 
meet the Envoys of the E£ntente at the 
Princes Islands. 

Reconciliation is the keynote of President 
Wilson’s proposals which the Supreme War 
Council has adopted, and, if the Russians do not 
take advantage of the opportunity which has 
been offered to them of coming here and stating 
their views, they. will only have themselves to 
plame. It was only to be expected that a truce 
of arms should be demanded amongst the parties 
invited, and, although a definite date is fixed 
for a reply, the invitation can in no way be 
regarded as an wltimatum. A full and un- 
reserved recognition of the revolution has been 
given, and assurances made that the Entente 
Powers harbour no counter-revclutionary arrtére 


pensée, nor have they any intention of inter- 


fering with the Russians’ right to manage their 
own affairs; but it is obvious that order must 
be restored in Russia, and this igpitation is 
being issued to her peoples in order to help them 
in coming to some agreement. 

What will happen should the Russians, or any 
sections of them, ignore or refuse to accept the 
invitation extended to them is difficult to sur- 
mise, but it seems evident that the Allies are 
determined to do all in their power to assist 
them in every way, and that full account will 
be taken of the chaotic condition of the country 
in coming to any decision. It is difficult to 
doubt that the Russians will seize upon this 
opportunity of setting their house in order, and 
if this is done then the real work of restoring 
peace to a stricken world will begin.

satisfying them. The Peace Conference hopes 
that it may lay the foundations of a better 
order, under which more humane conditions of 
labour will be established and maintained. It 
may not itself draw up specific proposals, ex- 
cepting in so far as these may be capable of 
general application, as, for instance, the right 
of free voluntary association on the part of 
the workers for self-advancement. Or it may 
afirm general principles in favour of a decent 
minimum standard of civilised life. It will con- 
cern itself in the main with the setting up of 
the necessary machinery for the purpose of giv- 
ing effect to international conyentions as to 
hours of labour, holidays, the protection of 
women and children. and the internationa] re- 
gulation of international ‘conditions generally. 
A feature in the constitution of this inter- 
national organisation will be the representation 
of employers and employed, as well as of the 
States, so as to get the co-operation and good- 
will of all concerned. Previous efforts for the 
improvement of labour conditions internationall 
considered have been comparatively unfruitful, 
because of the lack of a central international 
organisation, including pr representation of 
employers and work people. t is hoped in 
future, in order to supply the necessary backin 
for the States, to get the co-operation of a 
engaged in industry.

CLYDE WORKERS AND 44- 
HOURS’ WEEK.

GRAVE SITUATION. 


Agitation for a forty-hour week in the Clyde 
district took a serious turn yesterday, when it 
was learned that the promoters were endeavour- 
ing to bring about a wholesale stoppsge of the 
Glasgow Tramway, Gas, Electricity, and Water 
Departments. The instruction is that employés 
should cease work on Monday simultaneously 
with the shipyard and. engineering workers. 
Warehousemen and clerks also may be affected. 
So far as bakers are concerned they are under 
a new agreement, which does not expire until 
November. Their Executive meet in Glasgow on 
Saturday to consider the situation, The 
Emergency Committee of the Scottish Union of 
Dock Labourers yesterday issued a warning to 
members to await the outcome of the Transport 
Workers’ movement. 

A Glasgow message says—The Clyde Joint 
Committee last night approved the sub-com- 
mittee’s arrangements for carrying on the strike 
from Monday in favour of a forty-hour week. 
The gravity of the situation has been empha- 
sised by the decision of the Glasgow Municipal 
workers to fall intg line with the shipyard 
workers. 

The Glasgow District Committee have issued 
a manifesto to the members of the Amalgamated 
Society of Engineers urging them loyally to 
line up on Monday, while a similar request has 
been made by this union to the toolmakers. So 
strike aliment is only promised from the Brass 
Moulders’ Society, but this organisation is one 
of the smallest unions concerned. 

YORKSHIRE MINERS’ DISPUTE SETTLED. 

The Yorkshire miners’ dispute has been 
settled. At a conference of miners and workers 
at Barnsley yesterday a telegram from the Coal 
Controller was read, stating that during the 
period of control he would concede the principle 
of twenty minutes’ dead stop for surface 
workers’ meals in each winding shift. and promis- 
ing that other oustanding questions affecting 
surface men should have immediate attention. 
The conference agreed to accept the Coal Con- 
troller’s offer, and a resolution was passed that, 
where possible, all pits should resume work at 
once to-day, if practicable. Telegrams to this 
effect were despatched, the members being 
eirongly advised to return to work without 
delay. It is believed the great majority will do 
SO. : 


TROUBLE IN MANSFIELD AREA. 
Between twenty and thirty pits. are 
standing ‘idle in Notts and Derbyshire in the

These include regula- 
tions in regard to the prohibition of night work 
for women and children. Other questions which 
are ripe, or ripening, for settlement are the 
hours of. labour, minimum wages, a 
half-holiday, and protection of children from 
pecte ears employment. On these lines it is 
oped that a real practical effort will be made 
to raise and maintain higher standards of 
labour throughout the world by eliminating the 
international competition of low-wage countries. 
Much will depend upon international! public 
opinion, and the Press may, and I believe will, 
contribute towards the promotion of that public 
opinion. But, at the same time, the Press 
might do much to induce patience and allay 
feeling. These questions are of great com- 
plexity. Their right solution can only come 
with careful mvestigation, with detailed know- 
ledge and sympathy. 

It is expected that the Labour Commission ot 
each nation will present its views to the Con- 
ference at Saturday’s sitting. 


THE SERBIAN DEMANDS. 


writes from Paris:—In an interview, M. 
Pachitch, the ex-Serbian Premier, and head of 
the Serbian delegation, pointed out that Serbia, 
more than any other country, desired the forma- 
tion of a real League of Nations which wonid 
settle all the territorial question. on the basis 
of the wishes of the people, and not, as has 
hitherto been the custom, on the basis of 
strategic requirements. Speaking of the future 
frontiers of the Serbian State, M. Pachitch said 
that in the territory formerly under the Aus- 
trian yoke the frontier woul most difficult 
to define, as the Austrians, following the custom 
of their German allies, had so mixed the popu- 
Intions that there were villages in the north al- 
most entirely Serb, while others much nearer 
the old Serbian frontier had a predominantly 
Austrian or German population. However, 
provided there was a willingness to give and 
take on both sides, he felt sure that the League 
of Nations would be able to define a frontier 
iving general satisfaction. The question of the 
Banat was very important for Serbia, as it was 
necessary to safeguard the interests of, the 
Serbs across the Danube. But here it should 


be much easier to settle the frontier, inasmuch 
as part of the Banat was entirely Rumanian, 
and part entirely Serbian, while the neutra 
zone. where it would be difficult to say which 
race predominated, was very small. . 
therefore, should not present the same difficulties 
as would have to be dealt with in the case of 
territory where the populations were mixed. 
On the Bulgarian frontier, Serbia desired only 
a slight rectification, as at present the main 
railway to Salonika was within easy range: of 
Bulgaria. and the Bulgarians had an unpleasant

DE VEULLE ARRESTED. 


Mr. Ingleby Oddie, the Westminster Coroner, 
hmed the inquiry into the death of 
Miss Billie Carleton, the well-known actress.

May, said the Press had given an amount of 
publicity to ia statement by Dr. Stewart, to 
the effect that the person who had first taught 
Miss Carleton to smoke opium was Mr. May. 
He desired, on behalf of Mr. May, to say the 
statement was without foundation.

| Questioned by the Coroner, he 
i he had already denied that he sup- 
plied cocaine to Belcher or anybody.

The Coroner (passing a document to witness) 
asked whose handwriting it was in, and the 
witness answered that it was his assistant’s.

Lhe Coroner—So you have not been telling 
the truth? I said as far as my knowledge 
permitted me to. : 

Reggie De Veulle again entered the witness 
box, and denied on his honour that he had ever 
supplied Miss Carleton with cocaine. 

r. Hayes (for Belcher and Olive Richard- 
son)—I will deal with your honour later on. 
You are on your oath now: . 

You put yourselí forward to the jury as 4 
person worthy of belief? 

Witness—Of course. 

De Veulle, replying to further guestions, said 

that he had been a ladies' dress designer in 
London and Paris, and was on the stage in 
America for two and a half years. He had 
never been dressed as a girl in his life. 
. Mr. Hayes produced some photographs in an 
lilustrated paper, and witness said they were 
pictures of himself as he appeared at the Vie- 
tory Bail. - 

Mr. Hayes—The one with the arch instep 
and nicely poised is you? Yes. 

I put it to you that while your youth lasted 
you often made curious friendships with older 
men? No; Ido not think so. You are making 
quite a mistake. 

I will give you an instance. I believe these 
curious friendships with older men that you 
made in your youth were sometimes very pay- 
ing. What do you mean by paying? T don't 
quite understand. 

Well, then, were some friendships with men 
much older than you very remunerative? It is 
quite easy to answer. There was a friend of 
my family-~an old friend of my mother—whko 
helped me; otherwise there was nothing. 

Do you remember Miss Anna Robinson, an 
American actress? Yes; quite well. 

I believe you went to America with her? I 
certainly did not, and have never been in 
America with her in my life, and had not 
known her in America, but I did know her in 
this country. When she had a house in Park | 
Lane I was a frequent visitor. 

Mr. Hayes—She was addicted to drugs? Is 
that so? 

Mr. Chatterton (for De Veulle) said that was 
very unfair to the lady. 

Mr. Hayes—It is unfair, but I cannot help ‘t. 
(To the witness)—-Do vow know that it was 
public knowledge, and published in the papers, 
that this lady died from the effect of drugs? 

Witness—When Lord Rosslyn married her? 
She took drugs long before I knew her. 

You don’t suggest for a moment that Lord 
Rosslyn induced her to take drugs? No; I 
simply said that when Lord Rosslyn married 
her she took drugs, and everybody knew it in 
the West End. 

Did you take drugs with her? I certainly 
never took a drug in my life before 1 went to 
America. 

Mr. Myers, who appeared for interested per- 
sons, asked witness about a book, in which he 
figured as a hero. De Veulle answered that it 
was rather exaggerated. 

Mr. -Myers—It's “a nasty book to a clean 
mind,” is it not? Isn't is about men mas- 
querading in women’s clothes at a party at 
Maidenhead ? 

Witness said that he did not think so. He 
did not remember that men were dressed in 
women’s clothes, or that the party was broken 
up by the people in the district. 

Replying to Mr. Chatterton, witness gave a 
denial to the suggestion that he had been 
charged with blackmail; that he had been de- 
ported from America, or that he was making 
money out of the deceased. He used his in- 
fluence to advance Miss Carleton in the Press 
and pictorial papers. Witness added that Miss 
Carleton stayed at his flat because she was 
worried by an American officer, who eventually 
was sent back to America. 

‘Evidence was next, given by Madame De 
Veulle, wife of Reggie De Veulle. lt was 
totally untrue, witness said, that the ladies were 
in their nightdegsses at the optum party in. 
Dover street. They wore long tea gowns of 
crepe de chine. 

After police evidence, the Coroner summed up. 
The question which the jury had to consider 
was, who supplied Miss Carleton with the drug.. 
Whoever was guilty of doing so was guilty of 
manslaughter. 

After twenty minutes’ absence, the jury re- 
turned a verdict:—‘‘ We find that Miss Billie 
Carleton died from an overdose of cocaine, self- 
administered by misadventure, and that she had 
no intention of committing suicide. Wo are of 
opinion that the cocaine was supplied to her 
by De Veulle in a culpably negligent manner.” 

The Coroner—A verdict of manslaughter. 

When the verdict had been given, there was 
mn somewhat touching scene in court. Madame 
De Veulle burst into tears. and held her hus- 


band in a sobbing embrace. Accused left ‘the 
court between two detective officers. His wife 
followed him out, but did not go to the room 
downstairs where he was taken. 

Later De Veulle was conveved to Bow street, 
and a considerable crowd watched his depar- 
ture. 

Before the Coroner had left the court, Mr. 
Chatterton had applied for bail for De Veulle. 

The Coroner—I do not feel inclined to give 
him bail. He is a drue-taker, and he has been 
found ecuiltv of a very serious offence by the 
iury. I thoroughly agree with their verdict. 
He has not at present got anv fixed abode, and 
f think. in the exercise of mv discretion, I 
must refuse him bail. If, when he appears 
before the magistrate, he gets bail T shall agree.

REPUBLIC PROCLAIMED AT 
BREMEN. 


SOLDIERS DISARMED BY 
WORKERS. 


A Press Association war telegram from 
Amsterdam on Wednesday says—Vorwaerts 
publishes a letter describing the situation at 
Bremen from a correspondent, wlio says that 
the Minority Socialists have armed the pro- 
letariat, dismissed the Senate and the House 
of Burgesses, and proclaimed a Republic of 
Bremen. The Majority Socialist organ, 
Bremen Buerger Zeitung, was robbed of its 
cash, and is now edited by Henke, who was 
, formerly an editor, in collaboration with the 
Bolshevik, Karl Radek, when the latter waa 
in Bremen. Private Ecks, a person of ill repute, 
was appointed Governor of the town, but hae 
been dismissed as the result of a conflict 
between Workers’ and Soldiers’ Councils, during 
which street fighting occurred, and five persons 
were kilied and twelve wounded. 

AA Bremen telegram to the Hamburger 
Nachrichten says that soldiers were disarmed 
in the barracks on January 20th by armed 
workers, who also occupied the Town Hall and 
the Stock Exchange, and, it is reported, the 
banks. The movement is led by the Com- 
munist, Joern, and is directed against the 
Independent Socialists. 

An Essen telegram in the Taeglische 
Rundschau says that the Spartacists have 
decided to bring the entire railway traffic tora 
standstill on the day of the meeting of the 
National Assembly to prevent its assembly. 


STATE OF SIEGE IN HAMBURG. 


A Hamburg telegram says—On Tuesday night 
‘there was some shooting in the neighbourhood 
of the Central Railway Station, the Town Hall, 
and the harbour. The shooting was by Sparta- 
cists, who are said to have cleared two police 
stations. A more rigorous state of siege has 
been proclaimed in Hamburg, and all the 
theatres and restaurants are closed. The 
Soldiers’ Council has ordered all weapons to be 
delivered within forty-eight hours, and those 
found in possession of arms after that time 
will incur the penalty of summary courtmartial.
